GP: Now that the launch of Amico is 
approaching, what are your expecte- 
tons in terms of numbers and on the 
impact that it will have on the media 
and gamers? 

Th: Even though we already have over 
100,000 pre-orders and purchase 0 

ders, because of the major worldwide 
‘component crisis we are forced to do 
‘smaller “soft” launch of the product 
thisyear, And that's okay. Although not 
the way we wanted to do it, we are fine 
with walking before we run. The good 
‘news is that everyone who plays it real- 
ly loves it and wants one. So keeping 
tip with the high demand may be frus- 

trating from a business standpoint, but 
in the end... the reality is that people 
really want it, And ultimately that isa 
_great sign for things to come, 


GP: Speaking of launch, can you give 
us certain dates about the US and E- 
rope markets? 

TT: Because of the worldwide compo- 
ent crisis we are still not 100% sure 
as to when the first consoles will be 
shipped exactly and to what lecations 
Our current target date is October 
10th but we are still trying to secure as 
‘many components as we can. Every in 
dustry in the world that uses electror- 
ies (especially touch screens like us) 
is affected by this, And because we 
‘are a smaller company and don't have 
billions in the bank like Sony, Micro: 
soft & Nintendo, we need to be very

‘smart with how we approach our initial 
launch. Unlike those other companies 
we can't afford t0 lose hundreds of 
millions of dollars on the initial hard: 
ware sales, 


GP: We saw that the fist wave of 
games will be expected at launch and 
soon after. What can we expect next? 
‘Are you planning to expand the type 
ff games? Will there be surprises? 

Th: Every Amico comes with 6 games! 
Not demos... full games! We will prob: 
ably have anywhere from 15 ~ 25 oth- 
er games available on launch as well 
(will depend on how many units we are 
able to get out there and the timing of 
‘everything). From there we expect to 
release one new game every 2 weeks 
initially. As we grow, that number will 
probably be about 1 aweet. We really 
‘care about QUALITY over QUANTITY 
and it's rare for any new video game 
platform to launch with around 20 
brand new and exclusive games. 


GP: Will there be any big third party 
publishers jumping on board? 

TT: Not initially because all of our 
games are 1st party or considered 
2nd party. Meaning we are the pub- 
fisher, We do this to ensure quality 
control. So although we have a lot of 
‘great licenses and reimagining things 
Tike the Atari library, etc. They aren't 
considered the publisher of the game. 
We've been talking to big publishers 


like Sega, Activision EA & Namco 
for over 2 years, but because of the 
unique style of games we are making, 
we don't really need them in order to 
succeed. All of the best innovation 
is coming from the indie Developer 
scene right now and we already have 
over 50 developers lined up and mak- 
ing unique and exclusive games for us. 


GP: Do you believe that the Metacritic 
system, with all its problems and crit- 
icalities, will also influence Intellivision 
Amico? 

TT: No. Not at all. Our target market 
families, casual gamers, etc.) are not 
‘on Metacritic. 


GP: Amico is an Italian word, we are 
Ralian and you too are quite an I

there a bit of an "Italian spirit” in the 
new Intellivision?

GP: Zero DLC and zero in-game pur- 
chases. Why? Aren't you afraid that it 
may be anachronistic? 

TT: Not at all. | think the reality is that 
most people hate microtransactions, 
loot boxes, in game ads & purchas. 
es, etc. Games these days are being 
designed (especially on mobile) to try 
land suck as much money out of you as 


possible, | find this very disappointing. 
We are proud to bring the industry 
back to a time when you just bought 
2 game and owned it forever! If for 
‘any reason a game needs a patch, that 
fs fine. But we're not going to charge 
people for extra content. I'd rather 
Just make a second game as all of our 
prices for our games are only US $9.99 
fr less on launch (prices will go up in 
the future, but never crazy). We are 
rot trying to make or sell Call of Duty 
for Fortnite, Any of the other systems 
can do that. We are just interested in 
‘making fun and easy to understand and 
pick up and play games for everyone. 
‘po matter what your skill level. And ai- 
though most of our games all have sin 
le player experiences, the real fun is 
playing al of our games in multiplayer 
fr couch co-op made. Our goal is to 
bring gaming back into the living room 
and something that can be played by 
‘everyone at the same time, [can't wait 
for people to try it out!

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GP: What are the difficulties of launch: 
ing Amico in Europe? 

Hk: From a logistical point of view, Eu- 
rope is definitely a challenge with its 
different languages, currencies and 
‘age ratings. But we all mastered them, 
delivering every Amico game with 
nine different languages (including 
Italian, French, Spanish and German) 
We are especially looking forward to 
launch Amico in your country, since 
the response to Intellivision Amico was 
particularly positive in Italy. Two of our 
forthcoming games are even devel 
coped in Italy! 


GP: Can you tellus any titles that you 
think willbe particularly decisive in ths, 
marker? 

HI: I believe that our target group's 
international preferences don’t differ 
that much anymore, titles like Moon 
Patrol, Brain Duel, Dynablaster or Bi- 
planes should work very well every 
where. Only inthe field of sports will of 
‘course “Intellivision Soccer" play a far 
‘more important role in Europe, as will 
“Major League Baseball” in the USA, 


GP: Between traditional consoles, 
PC and mobile, is there still room for 
Amico? 

Hk: Definitely, although we see the 
market a little differently. There are 
“only” about 200 million core gamers 
‘on themarket, but 3illion casual gam- 
‘ers who play on their mobile phones 


And with Intellivision Amizo we want 
to help casual gamers to have fun in 
the living room with their ends. 


GP: The first Intellvision dared to do 
comparative advertising for the first 
time in the video game industry. Will 
you be a little cheeky too?
